7. To see what sums of money the Town will vote 
to raise toward eradicating the White Pine Blister 
Rust. The State Forester requesting the sum of 
$400.00 (By request) 


8. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise toward defraying the expenses of the Town 
Library. 


9. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise toward the support of the Public Health Nurse. 


10. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise for the benefit of the Laconia Hospital. (To be 
paid or adjusted as formerly done) 


11. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate toward defraying the expenses 
of Memorial Day and specify how the same shall be ex- 
pended.

During the year fifteen children had their eyes test- 
ed. Nine obtained glasses. Four patients were taken to 
the Orthopedic Clinic and examined by Dr. Ezra Jones. 
Ten were taken to the Tuberculosis Clinic in Laconia 
and examined by Dr. Kerr. Five of these patients had 
x-ray pictures taken of their chests. The x-rays were 
paid for by the Tuberculosis Association. Two children 
were taken to the State School for mental tests. One 
patient was taken to the Cancer Clinic, where he was 
referred to the Elliott Hospital in Manchester for ra- 
dium treatment, which has apparently been success- 
ful. Four children had tonsilectomies done by Dr. Tur- 
ley. Several children have been taken to Dr. Hernandez 
for various reasons such as discharging ears, nasal 
conditions and audimeter tests. 

In May we had a Dental Clinic. Dr. Pottle examined 
all of the children in the 3rd, 4th, and 6th grades, also 
the children of Meredith Center School, and the neces- 
sary dental work was done and dental certificates given 
them. Those who were unable to pay for this work were 
assisted by the Salvation Army Fund. 

The Child Health Clinic was held on September 29. 
It was sponsored by the Division of Maternity, In- 
fancy and Child Hygiene Association of Concord, assist- 
ed by local organizations with Dr. Turley and Dr. 
Reische examining sixty-two babies and pre-school 
children were weighed, measured, and given complete

physical examinations. Many of them were given an 
innoculation for diphtheria immunization. 

Considerable welfare work has been accomplished 
through the cooperation of the Meredith people in do- 
nating clothes and food for the needy and assistance 
from the Red Cross, Salvation Army, Ladies Aid, Unity 
Club, Legion, Auxiliary, Bridge Club, Woman’s Pro- 
gress Club, W. C. T. U., Sewing Project and Depart- 
ment of Child Welfare. 

I wish to express my appreciation for all this co- 
operation.

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER 


Meredith, N. H., February 21, 1938 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Board of Education, 
and Citizens of Meredith: 


The current school year can be summarized roughly 
by three general statements. 


1. Major changes in the curriculum and school pro- 
gram began in previous years have been completed and 
are functioning successfully. 


2. The physical plant, with the exception of the 
roof at the high school building, is in excellent condi- 
tion. 


38. The total registration in the senior high school, 
and in the combined senior and junior high schools, 
is the largest in Meredith school history. 


From the foregoing statements, however, the reader 
should not conclude that school activities have reached. 
a peak where further improvement and progress should 
not take place. Meredith citizens have seen to it that 
Meredith school history has been a happy record of 
steady growth. With this heritage of interest and co- 
operation there will be the same wholesome advance- 
ment in the future as there has been in the past. 


THE CURRICULUM 


The minor changes in the social sciences have been 
put into operation, proven satisfactory, and are now 
permanent. 

Both the Home Economics course and the new Shop 
course continue to justify themselves from every point 
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of view. In the junior high school all of the girls take 
courses in cooking and sewing, and the boys take 
manual training. In the senior high school, where the 
courses are elected by the pupils, 50% of the girls are 
enrolled in the Home Economic courses, and 54% of 
the boys are enrolled in the Shop courses. 

After several conferences and much study it seems 
obligatory that our Shop course should be limited to 
three years in the senior high school. The proposed 
fourth year of Automobile Repairing seems impossible 
without a special shop for it, and a longer school day. 

The table which follows shows the distribution of 
pupils in the senior high school by courses.

Miss White is a graduate of the Home Economics De- 
partment at the University of New Hampshire.

A revised time schedule put into operation at the 
beginning of the current year lengthens the noon hour 
from 55 minutes to one hour, and increases the after- 
noon session by 20 minutes.

As in past years a teachers’ committee supervises 
a board of student librarians who have direct charge of 
the library. Many valuable books have been given the 
library including a gift from Mrs. Alice Small of nearly 
four hundred volumes covering many school subjects, 
and eighteen framed pictures which have been hung in 
the various school rooms. 
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Hot Lunches: 


The Home Economics Department is serving hot 
lunches during the noon hour during the winter term. 


Room Inspections: 


Carrying on the work of the previous year, monthly 
room inspections are held under the supervision of a 
teachers’ committee. On the basis of these inspections 
the room with the highest grade is awarded the “Neat- 
est Room” banner for the following month. 


Observances: 


Appropriate programs of observance have been given 
for Armistice Day, Memorial Day, and National Edu- 
cation Week. 


Dancing Classes: 


Under the supervision of the junior class a dancing 
school for pupils was conducted during five weeks of 
the fall term. These classes were held at the gym- 
nasium and proved to be pleasant occasions. 


Senior Class Trip: 


Following Commencement the graduating class, ac- 
companied by two chaperons, enjoyed a six day trip to 
New York City.

During the current year the senior class exchanged 
plays with Coe’s Northwood Academy.

NEEDED REPAIRS 


At the beginning of this report I mentioned that 
our school was in excellent condition except for one 
item, the school roof. Although several attempts have 
been made to carry out satisfactory repairs, they have 
not been successful, and a hard rain or melting snow 
causes leaks which are causing damage to both ceiling 
and walls. 

A second item, which in the opinion of the writer 
would result in long term economy is the fitting of 
weather strips on the windows on the east side of the 
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building. Several years ago the windows on the west 
side were so fitted, with the result that there is little 
heat leakage around the windows, and it is much easier 
to heat and keep these rooms at a normal temperature. 


Appreciation 


Meredith High School has ever been indebted to its 
many loyal citizens and their organizations for their 
generous cooperation, but it seefs that during the past 
year this indebtedness has been greater than ever. 

The school grounds, the school library, sewing mater- 
ials for the Home Economics classes, properties for 
groups putting on dramatics, classes on instruction 
trips, teams needing transportation, special use of the 
Town Library, all these and more have received your 
hearty and generous cooperation.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


School Statistics: 


The foregoing table indicates that Meredith equals 
or exceeds the State average in matters relating to 
period and percentage of attendance, as well as freedom 
from tardiness. All but two schools (Dolloff and Mere- 
dith Center) should be especially commended for the 
small number of tardinesses during the year. 


School Buildings and Grounds: 


As mentioned in last year’s report, the Lang Street 
School is seriously cramped for playground space. 

The High School grounds have been graded and 
sown to lawn grass, making a much needed improve- 
ment in their appearance. The cooperation of all who 
helped in this enterprise is much appreciated. 

Next year’s budget, if approved at the district 
meeting, will provide $800 for a new roof on the High 
School building. For several years large spots on the 
ceiling and walls upstairs have been soaked by every 
hard rain. Patching has given only temporary satis- 
faction. Further delay will mean more serious damage 
and greater expense for repairs. 


Changes in Teaching Staff : 


Last April, Mrs. Alice Rand Beaudoin resigned her 
position at the Dolloff school, and was replaced by 
Wilhelmina Cox, who was transferred from Robinson 
Hill. Miss Cox is continuing in her new location for the 
present school year. At Robinson Hill, Mrs. Ruby Weeks 
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completed the spring term, and was replaced in Sept- 
ember by Alice V. Smith of Tilton, a graduate of Ply- 
mouth in the class of 1937. Mrs. Florence Willis Wood 
completed the school year as first grade teacher at the 
Lang Street building after her marriage in February. 
This year the position is filled* by Ellen Smith of Gil- 
ford. The Home Economics department is now conduct- 
ed by Ruth White, a graduate of New Hampshire 
University in 1937, as Ruth Batchelder resigned to ac- 
cept a position in Newport. 


Nursery School: 


This project has now been with us, under the WPA, 
for three years. As the Cox house on Plymouth Street 


was sold last spring, the school was moved into tempor- 
ary quarters at the gymnasium during the summer, 
and subsequently to the tenement back of the Bixby 
property, where it is now located. The teachers are 
Miriam Roby of Tilton and Martha Hayward of Pena- 
cook, assisted by Elsie Davis of Meredith who serves 
in the dual capacity of cook and nurse. The enrollment 
is about 20. Splendid cooperation in supporting this en- 
terprise has been shown by several organizations and 
many individuals. 


Changes in Supervisory Unions: 


As a measure of economy, the last session of the 
legislature decreased the appropriation for superinten- 
dent’s salaries, making it necessary to reorganize some 
of the districts of the State into larger unions. This 
union now consists of the following six districts, with 
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the number of teachers and pupils in each as indicated:
